WILMINGTON, DEL. 

President-elect Joe Biden 
made a sober entrance to the 
nation’s capital Tuesday, ready 
to assume power as America 
reels from the coronavirus pan- 
demic, soaring unemployment 
and grave concerns about more 
violence as he prepares to take 
the oath of office. 

Biden, an avid fan of Amtrak, 
had planned to take a train into 
Washington ahead of Wednes- 
day’s Inauguration Day, but 
scratched that plan in the after- 
math of the Jan. 6 insurrection 
at the U.S. Capitol. 

He instead flew into a military 
airbase just outside the capital 
on Tuesday afternoon and then 
arrived by motorcade in fortress 
D.C. - a city that’s been flooded 
by about 25,000 National 
Guard troops guarding a Capi- 
tol, White House and National 
Mall that are wrapped in a maze 
of barricades and tall fencing.

Jones said Gibson is survived 
by his wife, Rachel, and a 9- 
month-old child. The deputy 
served two tours of duty in 
Afghanistan with the U.S. 
Marine Corps and in 2018 
received the Sheriff’s Office 
bronze star for bravery and a 
major incident ribbon. 

As of 7 a.m., about a dozen 
Sacramento police and Sacra- 
mento County sheriff’s vehi- 
cles remained at the scene, 
near the horse race track at 
Cal Expo. The shootout hap- 
pened about 100 yards from a 
coronavirus vaccination site 
near Exposition Boulevard. 
The vaccination site appeared 
to be operating early Tuesday 
morning. 

Jones told TV reporters early 
Tuesday that the shootout 
involved a large amount of 
gunfire, which likely means 
the investigation will be exten- 
sive.
